Closing of Median at High 
School Discussed by GEAC

The Greenbelt East Advisory Committee (GEAC) be¬ 
gan its September 9 meeting by reviewing plans for the 
intersection at Greenbelt Road and Frankfort Drive, as had 
been presented by the State Highway Administration 
(SHA) during the August meeting.

This is the third and final 
part of a series of articles 
based upon an interview 
with Greenbelt resident Su¬ 
zanne Plogman, Chair of the 
the Prince George’s County 
Board of Education. During 
the interview' Suzanne Plog¬ 
man discussed a wide varie¬ 
ty of issues of interest to 
county residents and, in par¬ 
ticular, to Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents. 

Over Administered 

A number of people have 
charged that school systems in 
general and Prince Georges, in 
particular, are overburdened with 
administrative personnel. “I think 
we have a low percentage of ad¬ 
ministrators,” Plogman comment¬ 
ed. “It's about six percent of the 
staff. It’s important to look at 
positions and determine if people 
are really serving the kids. (Su¬ 
perintendent Edward M.) Felegy 
has down-sized the administrative 
staff. He has sent a message 
to the teachers that administra¬ 
tive people need to be working 
with staff and kids and not in 
central offices.” However, Plog¬ 
man did note that more could 
probably be done. 

Give Schools 47% 

Plogman supported an effort 
to have a charter amendment 
referendum placed on the ballot 
that wduld require a minimum 
contribution to the Board of Edu¬ 
cation of 47% of the county 
budget. The Board first sub¬ 
mitted this proposal to the 
County Council. “There was no 
response,” Plogman noted. “How¬ 
ever, I expected the Council to 
be opposed to it” 

Next, an effort was made to 
petition this proposal to refer¬ 
endum. About 5,000 signatures 
were obtained by a group called 
PLEDGE (Parents, Leaders. Edu¬ 
cators Demanding Good Educa¬ 
tion), a coalition of advocates 
for school funding which the 
board helped form. However, be¬ 
cause of the fiscal constraints 
at this time, it was decided not 
to pursue the rest of the signa¬ 
tures needed to place the ques¬ 
tion on the ballot- 

Other Board Members 

In spite of the fact that the 
school board has split on a num¬ 
ber of issues, such as the hiring 
of a new superintendent, Plog¬ 
man believes that she is working 
well with the others. “There are 
nine very different personalities 
and styles on the board,” she 
notes. 

“While we may not always 
agree, we have been able to put 
aside our professional differences 
and get along. Outside observeis 
may claim that there are dif¬ 
ferent factions based upon the 
way we vote. There are differing 
philosophies, such as on labor 
issues where some appear to be 
more pro-labor or anti-labor, and 
there are some divisions based 
upon personal relationships. 


However, I don’t believe that we 
have any serious problems a3 
far as our getting along and 
working together.” 

County Council Feud? 

Plogman contended that from 
the school board perspective, 
there has not been a feud with 
the county council, although the 
board was unhappy with some of 
its actions. “The board is the 
advocate for our schools,” she 
commented. The school board has 
met with the council periodically 
to talk about mutual concerns- 
Plogman wants to initiate an¬ 
other meeting for early fall. 

Plogman’s conciliatory remarks 
may have been brought about, in 
part, by the recent decision of 
the county council and executive 
to rescind their demand that 
$3.5 million be transferred from 
other school programs to the 
purchase of textbooks, a demand 
strongly opposed by the board. 

Plogman noted that the board 
also had a positive working re¬ 
lationship with the members >f 
the state legislature. She at¬ 
tributed this, in part, to the 
efforts of the board’s lobbyist 
in Annapolis. 

New School 

“I am very happy with the 
solution obtained,” Plogman com¬ 
mented in relation to the multi¬ 
year discussion that resulted in 
the board deciding to build a 
new school at the North End 
School site and transferring tne 
Center School building to the 
city for use as a community 
center. “It was a win-win situa¬ 
tion.” 

The new school is under con¬ 
struction and, hopefully, will be 
ready for the beginning of school 
next year in September. 

New Principal 

Although disappointed that Dr. 
VanSchoonhoven left as principal 
of Center School and surprised 
that he hadn’t stayed until the 
completion of the new school, 
Plogman stated that she was 
“thrilled” with the appointment 
of Carolyn Goff as the new 
principal. 

“She was the natural replace¬ 
ment,” Plogman contended. “She 
knew the students and the fac¬ 
ulty. There was good support 
for her.” Plogman noted that 
Superintendent Felegy had made 
the appointment and that board 
approval was not required since 
the appointment was from within 
the system. “Board members do 
lobby on behalf of certain peo¬ 
ple,” she noted. 

After School Program 

For several years, Center 
School has been operating an 
after school program. While all 
students are eligible to partici¬ 
pate in it, the program was es¬ 
tablished primarily for the many 
latch-key children bused in from 
a crime-infested area of the 
county who were being left after 
school to fend for themselves 
until their parents returned from 
work. There are only a few 
schools in the county with this 


program and Greenbelt was one 
of the first. 

“It’s really a good program 
that has grown over the years,” 
Plogman commented. Originally 
there were a lot of kinks and 
problems with the program, she 
noted, but believes that they 
have now been worked out. 

Greenbelt Middle School 

Although there are long stand¬ 
ing plans to renovate Greenbelt 
Middle School, Plogman advised 
that the school system was not 
ready or financially able to un¬ 
dertake that work at this time. 

Roosevelt Exit 

Plogman advocates a fully op¬ 
erating traffic light for the in¬ 
tersection of the Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt High School exit road, at 
Frankfort Drive and Greenbelt 
Road. A new state proposal for 
closing the median except for use 
by school buses didn’t satisfy 
Plogman. 

She advised that the proposal 
has been referred to Dr. Gerald 
Boarman. Principal of Roosevelt, 
but he had not provided his 
comments at the time of the 
interview. Plogman has been reg¬ 
ularly attending meetings of 
state highway officials with tho 
city council and residents of 
Greenbelt East on this issue. 

On Roosevelt High 

“Roosevelt is an outstanding 
high school,” Plogman proudly 
stated. “I have no concern with 
the quality of its program.” How- 
ever, there is a problem because 
the school is so good. “We are 
experiencing a serious overcrowd¬ 
ing problem,” she advised. “With 
its reputation, a lot of people 
want to go there.” 

The school system is dealing 
with this problem in two ways. 
A mobile unit with six class¬ 
rooms was built during the sum¬ 
mer in order to increase the 
school’s enrollment capacity. Alsc, 
more stringent requirements for 
enrolling at Roosevelt were es¬ 
tablished in order to tmi. the 
number of students. “This has 
resulted in there being a lot of 
unhappy parents.” Plogman la¬ 
mented. 

Busing 

Plogman noted that there was 
very little busing outside of 
Greenbelt. Children in Boxwood 
Village. Lakeside North and Uni¬ 
versity Square apartments, and 
Charlestowne Village townhomes 
are being bused to John Carroll 
elementary school, which is a 
magnet school for science and 
math- “While it’s not a question 
of a difference in the quality of 
the schools, I recognize that many 
parents would prefer their chil¬ 
dren to be at a local school to 
avoid busing,” Plogman com¬ 
mented. 

As a way to deal with the need 
for busing, Plogman believes that 
the use of magnet and Milliken 
schools will continue for the fu¬ 
ture. “The need is to bring the 
other schools up to the same 
level and to have the same re¬ 
sources,” she contended.

During the previous meeting 
SHA District Engineer Creston 
Mills presented the panel with 
an option of closing off the me¬ 
dian strip between Frankfort 
Drive and Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (ERHS), thereby 
prohibiting traffic from making 
left turns. However, buses would 
be allowed to left turn from the 
school during the one-half-hour 
time periods before and after 
the school day when regulated 
by a crossing guard- Greenbriar’s 
Dorothy Pyles noted concerns 
that this could cause an increase 
in traffic on Hanover Parkway. 

Mill’s also proposed plans 
which called for flashing lights 
at the intersection to regulate 
pedestrian and vehicular traffic; 
utilization of crossing guards to 
direct school buses from ERHS 
onto eastbound and westbound 
Greenbelt Road; and the crea¬ 
tion of an optional additional en¬ 
trance from west bound Green¬ 
belt Road. 

Windsor Green’s Sheldon Gold¬ 
berg representing the community 
most directly affected by the 
plan, “absolutely opposes the 
closing of the median,” and has 
sent letters to State Senator Leo 
Green and School Board presi¬ 
dent Suzanne Plogman to that 
effect. The school board, Golf- 
berg noted, has yet to state its 
position on the matter despite 
the fact that the August meeting 
was the third or fourth proposal 
frem SHA. 

GEAC chairman Timothy Se- 
christ suggested the installation 
of a guard rail closer to the 
high school entrance which SHA 
designers are hesitant to approve 
because of concerns over possi¬ 
ble liability. Greenbelt city at¬ 
torney Robert Manzi is reviewing 
the city’s position on the guard¬ 
rail at this time. 

The measures under consid- 


eiation are the result of an acci¬ 
dent which left an area youth 
very badly injured and height¬ 
ened concerns already expressed 
over the intersection. Committee 
members also evaluated the risk 
factor of a second accident. 

Voter Registration 

Veter registration for the up¬ 
coming presidential election will 
be held in the Greenbriar Com¬ 
munity Center during the hours 
of 10 a.m. to 8 p-m. on Tuesdays 
and Wednesdays; and 10 a.m. to 
5 p.m. Monday, Thursday and 
Friday. The center can register 
voters from Prince Georges 
County as well as other parts 
of Maryland. October 5 is the 
last day to register before the 
November 3 election. 

Parkway Construction 

The median strip at Greenbelt 
Road and Hanover Parkway 
(next to Reidy’s Exxon) is to 
be closed upon completion of the 
Baltimore - Washington Parkway 
exit ramp. Citing that the pro¬ 
posed closing might create traf¬ 
fic problems. Goldberg advised 
that now was the best time to 
address the issue. 

Other Issues 

Other issues discussed by the 
panel were concerns over reports 
that non-Greenbelt residents were 
using the facilities at Sehrom 
Hills Park and a review of the 
progress on the Greenbrook Ma¬ 
nor Development Plan. The next 
GEAC meeting will be held at 
the Windsor Green Community 
Center on Thursday, Oct. 1.

Clarification 

Readers of your article on the 
GHI Board (Sept. 17) have ex¬ 
pressed confusion about the rea¬ 
son behind my and Carole Lev¬ 
in’s vote against releasing salary 
ranges for GHI employees. I'd 
like to explain that we were 
opposing not the release of sala¬ 
ries, but the release of ranges 
rather than exact compensation. 

The statement of dissent we 
filed at the September 10 GHI 
Board meeting makes this clear: 

“In the strongest possible 
terms, we object to the GHI 
Board of Directors’ refusal to 
make employees salaries open to 
inspection by all members of the 
corporation during normal busi¬ 
ness hours as required by both 
the members’ directive at the 
May 20 annual meeting and by 
the GHI Bylaws. The GHI Board 
is bound by Maryland corpora¬ 
tion law to comply with its own 
Bylaws (Section 2-109, Title 2).” 

At the August 13 Board meet¬ 
ing, the Board defeated my mo¬ 
tion to make the exact salaries 
of all employees open to mem¬ 
ber inspection. They decided to 
release only the exact salary of 
the manager. At the September 
10 meeting, the Board defeated 
my motion to make the exact 
salaries of the four department 
heads available. 

I haven’t spoken to a member 
yet who wants to know the exact 
salaries of any employee by 
name. I did not want even the 
salary ranges published in the 
News Review. We respect the 
privacy rights of employees. But 
nothing changes the fact that 
members who want to check the 
total compensation of each em¬ 
ployee. by category, have the 
right—and justifiably so. It’s our 
money. 

I requested an independent at¬ 
torney to provide an opinion on 
whether salary ranges were suf¬ 
ficient. She stated they were not. 
The GHI attorneys stated not 
cnly that ranges were enough, 
but that the motion could he 
completely ignored if the Board 
chose. The GHI attorney’s opin¬ 
ion that not all membership mo¬ 
tions are equal—that some are 
merely recommendations the 
Board can ignore—scares me. 
frankly.

Fifty Years Ago 
In Greenbelt

April. 1942—All Greenbelt men 
between the ages of 44 and 65 
had to register under the Selec¬ 
tive Service Act at either the 
Greenbelt Elementary School or 
the Hyattsville Draft Office. 
Younger men were already reg¬ 
istered for the draft- 

Greenbelters did not have their 
mail delivered. In an editorial 
the Cooperator expressed regret 
over a new postal regulation 
that changed the lobby closing 
hour from 10 p.m. to 8 p.m. in 
order to turn off the lights and 
save electricity. The Cooperator 
believed the energy savings 
would be minimal, while the in¬ 
convenience to residents who 
used postal boxes, many of whom 
worked odd hour shifts, was 
great. In a letter to the editor, 
however. R. F- Stuart supported 
the move and urged residents to 
go one step farther and cancel 
their post office boxes and use 
the money saved to buy Defense 
Stamps and Bonds. 

In another editorial, the Co- 
operator took note of the delayed 
recognition of the dangerous 
railroad crossing at Berwyn by 
construction beginning on the 
Branchville overpass to accom¬ 
modate ’heavy traffic between 
Edmonston Road and the Balti¬ 
more Pike. The action was too 
late, however, to bring back the 
lives of two boys who had died 
in an accident the previous week. 
The Cooperator went on to urge 
the installation of protective 
cross bars at the Berwyn cross¬ 
ing. Too often, the paper noted, 
there would be a train coming 
from the opposite direction just 
after a train had passed, catch¬ 
ing motorists unaware. Three 
years earlier, the paper not°J. 
there had been a close call in¬ 
volving the Greenbelt bus. 

On the last day of the month, 
a plane crashed at Schrom’s Air¬ 
field. The pilot, G. O. Gainer of 
Capitol Heights, suffered serious 
head and arm injuries. The plane 
cracked up at the south end of 
the runway after the motor 
stalled in a take-off.

Fifty Years Ago 
In Greenbelt 

GirlsBoostMorale 

by James Giese 

April, 1942 — Louise Burke, 
who wrote the High School Chat¬ 
ter column for the Greenbelt Co- 
operator, reported that it was 
quite difficult to find a girl 
around Greenbelt one Saturday 
night, because they were all in 
Laurel entertaining Fort Meade 
soldiers at a USO dance. They 
were so popular that they were 
invited back to two more social 
functions the following week. 
The Woman’s Club sponsored the 
Greenbelt participation and 32 
cakes for the occasion as well as 
furnishing 10 chaperones for the 
50 girls- The American Legion 
furnished cars and drivers 

Sally Meredith, who wrote the 
Our Neighbors column, express¬ 
ed her feelings. “I’ve always felt 
that Greenbelt has some of the 
loveliest girls in the country. 
My belief was substantiated at 
the USO dance last Saturday 
when the soldiers put their 
stamp of approval on local las¬ 
sies. Nice judgment, Army.” 

In spite of the dearth of girls 
in town, Burke reported that 
“Zip” Nanna clamie^ 
had a party at his house, Un¬ 
determined was whether any gins 
were there. Nanna later became 
a prominent attorney and Green¬ 
belt City Solicitor. 

Marion Benson Recalls 

Marion Benson Hastings, who 
has provided the News Review 
with some of her recollections 
of the first year of war In 
Greenbelt, remembers the U.S.O. 
dances well- She recalls: 

“U.S.O.’s became the focus of 
the young girls’ social life. Some¬ 
times dances were sponsored by 
Greenbelt organizations and held 
in the Center School Auditorium, 
the soldiers being bused in from 
Fort Meade. Other times, a group 
of girls would go to the U.S.O. 
Club at Fort Meade in Laurel. 
We usually got the Greyhound 
bus at Route 1 and Greenbelt 
Road. (Gasoline was rationed 
and our parents couldn’t use 
their gasoline to drive us.) We 
always worried about missing 
the bus home that connected 
with the last “little” bus into 
Greenbelt. One night we did! I 
remember taking off our high 
heels, pulling up our evening- 
length dresses and starting out 
to walk the three miles. Luckily 
we got a ride before long wi f h 
a man who had been working 
the late shift. He was driving 
alone and there were four or five 
of us so we had no thought of 
being afraid. I wonder now how 
our parents survived such things, 
but perhaps we never told the 
details of our adventures!”

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again! 

It won’t be long until the fall’s chill and the winter's cold will 
be upon us. It seems to aggravate all the little problems that we 
nursed throughout the summer months, 

A typical condition that is very common is the lazy battery. 
It was a little slow to crank all summer, but it always started. 
It never let you down or gave you reason to doubt its ability to 
get you moving. 

Another area of concern is the brake system, especially the 
hydraulic part of the system. Most of the vehicles we service are 
over 5 years old and have over 35,000 miles on them. These 
vehicles are suffering from hydraulic brake component wear. For 
example, we see hydraulic brake cylinders develop premature leaks 
and hydraulic master cylinder failure much sooner than it should 
be occuring. Due to vehicle design changes, the materials used to 
construct these parts are lighter and thinner than on much older 
vehicles. As part of preventive maintenance, hydraulic brake fluid 
must be flushed every two years. Brake fluid absorbs moisture 
and, over time, this moisture attacks the internal brake compon¬ 
ents.. 

To determine if moisture has built up in the brake fluid, check 
the color of the brake fluid. If the color is other than clear and 
red, fluid must be tested using a special electronic test for mois¬ 
ture. This simple test could save your brake system in the long 
run.

On Teachers 

“This has been a very frustrat¬ 
ing, stressful year for teachers/' 
Plogman advised. “There were 
no pay increases. They had to 
take furloughs. Their pay checks 
were hit hard. It was demoraliz¬ 
ing. However, despite the cut¬ 
backs, as always the majority 
are doing more than expected.” 

Although the teachers had 
voted to work in accordance with 
rules, i.e*, to not perform any 
work beyond that which is re¬ 
quired of them, Plogman believed 
that there were many who really 
did more. 

Plogman noted that the school 
board is in the process of nego¬ 
tiating a new contract “I hope 
that we can do some positive 
things, such as improve salaries, 
in order to give the teachers a 
positive boost/' she said. 

Length of School Year 

It has been noted that chil¬ 
dren in other countries are re¬ 
quired to attend school for long¬ 
er periods of time than in this 
country. Plogman attributed the 
length of the school year his¬ 
torically to the needs of the 
farming community. However, 
with the shift in society that 
has taken place, she believes 
that this is in some respects an 
outdated notion. “A longer school 
year or some other alternative is 
something worth giving consid¬ 
eration to,” she observed, “but 
the serious obstacle to doing it 
is the need for additional fund¬ 
ing 

By law, Maryland schools have 
to have at least a 180-day school 
year. The fact that school begins 
before Labor Day this year is not 
due to the school year being any 
longer, but because Labor Day 
occurs so late in the month. 


School Vouchers 

Plogman is opposed to Presi¬ 
dent Bush's proposal for issuing 
vouchers that students could use 
to pay for education at either 
public, private or parochial 
schools. While some people be¬ 
lieve it would give children and 
parents greater freedom of 
choice, Plogman views it as an 
attempt to undermine the public 
school system. Plogman would 
feel better about the program 
if federal government funding 
of education was sufficient, but 
she believes that it is not 

“Only about 5% of the school 
budget comes from the federal 
government/' Plogman reported. 
She believes that federal aid is 
more than offset by the man¬ 
dates which the federal govern¬ 
ment has placed upon education. 

As an example, Plogman cited 
a federal mandate to provide 
services for kids in special edu¬ 
cation programs which were nev¬ 
er fully funded by the federal 
government. “I believe that this 
needs to be done/’ she observed, 
“but it should have been ade¬ 
quately funded.” 

Her Political Future 

What are Plogman's plans for 
future office? She is open to 
considering other elective of¬ 
fices, but what might happen 
depends a lot on what other 
officeholders might decide to do. 
It is premature to guess what 
might happen, she contended. Her 
definite plans are that she will 
complete her present term on the 
school board two years from now. 
That will give her time to decide 
if she will run for another term. 
“I probably will.” she stated. 

Plogman is young, keenly in¬ 
terested in public service and 
politically ambitious. It can be 
expected that she will be heard 
from in future political cam¬ 
paigns. 


Speakers to Discuss 
Trade Agreements

The Greenbelt Peace Commit¬ 
tee has joined with four other 
organizations in presenting an 
informational meeting on the in¬ 
ternational trade agreements. The 
meeting will take place Satur¬ 
day, September 26, 9:30 a.m. in 
the Prince Georges Room at the 
Stamp Student Union of the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland, College 
Park. 

A panel of speakers will dis¬ 
cuss the nature of the two trade 
pacts and their consequences for 
the U.S. economy, labor, envir¬ 
onment, health and safety of con¬ 
sumers. The purpose of the two 
agreements is to facilitate trade 
between nations and stimulate 
the global economy. However, 
these trade pacts, which normal¬ 
ly receive little attention, have 
become very controversial be¬ 
cause of their potential impact 
on many phases of our society. 
President Bush has been active¬ 
ly pushing them. Bill Clinton 
supports the agreements in gen¬ 
eral but has not yet committed 
himself on these pacts as nego¬ 
tiated by the administration. The 
House of Representatives unani¬ 
mously adopted a resolution that 
Congress will not support any 
free trade pact that jeopardizes 
U-S. health, safety, labor or en¬ 
vironmental laws. Over 60 en¬ 
vironmental. consumer, citizens, 
labor, agricultural and religious 
organizations formed a coalition 
to oppose the two trade pacts. 
The agreements are now before 
Congress.
